Washington, D. C., May 2.—[(Special. ]—In 
spite of the economy instructions issued by 
president Taft, his subordinates estimate 
that more than $1,000,000,000 will be required 
to defray the expenses of the country dur- 
ing the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1910, and 
ending June 30, 1911. 

Each member of the cabinet has received 
from the chiefs of the bureaus of his depart- 
ment a statement of appropriations, which, 
in their judgment, should be made at the 
pext session of congress to insure an efficient 
operation of the government. 

Inquiry establishes but few reductions 
from the past estimates and many Increases. 
The heads of the departments now will 
scrutinize the figures placed before them, 
and cut them down wherever possible. When 
President Taft receives the compiled state- 
ment during the present week, it is hoped he 
will find a total of less than $1,000,000,000. 
It certainly will not be more than the ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 next, which amounted to $1,044,014,298. 
This is in accordance with the positive in- 
structions of the president. The budget com- 
mittee of the cabinet, of which the president

STREAM POLLUTION. 

God made the waters of our rivers and 
lakes pure. It is man alone that defiles 
them. 60 extensive and general has the 
pollution of water supplies become that it 
is today almost, if not quite, a national 
menace. Great rivers are being trans- 
formed into little better than open sewers. 
In some cases, especially the smaller water 
courses, the pollution from sewage and in- 
dustrial waste ‘is so great and continuous in 
character as to absolutely prevent that self- 
purification which can and does take place 
in bodies of water that flow over sand and 
under sunlight. 

In the aggregate this wholesale pollution 
is costing thousands of human lives each 
year that otherwise might be saved. An- 
other example is this of where prevention 
would pay.

’ Taft Has Two Purposes. 

Never before in the history of the country 
have the estimates for the fiscal year been 
submitted to the president so far in advance 


taken. Mr. Taft was moved to this course 
by two considerations, the first was the fi- 
nancial condition of the union and the 
second was the provision in the sundry civil 
law adopted at the last session at the in- 
stance of Representative Smith of Iowa, 
placing revenues or recommending loans or 
hew taxes to cover any deficiency. 

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh be- 
Heves the country is slowly but surely re- 
turning to prosperity. He is confident thaé, 
as soon as the tariff is revised, business will 
pick up by leaps and bounds. But in prepar- 
ation of the estimates, the president does 
tot propose to be guided by hope. He is 
looking squarely into the face of the fact that 
thé»federal government will have to meet 
on July 1 a deficiency of more than $100,000,- 
000. At the close of business on Friday, the 
deficiency amounted to $92,403,000, with two 
months still to pass before the close of the 
fiscal year. 

President Taft does not want his adminis- 
tration to be charged with the responsibility 
of a huge bond issue Hence the positive 
character of his instructions to the heads of 
the executive departments to diminish their 
expenditures as much as possible and to cut 
the estimates to the bone. 


Many Cuts Are Impossible. 

It will be impossible, of course, to make 
any reductions in what are termed ‘‘ perma- 
nent appropriations,”’ that is to say, the con- 
tinuous charges upon the government, such 
as the interest on the public debt, sinking 
fund, etc. These will amount to $160,000,000, 
perhaps a little more. Nor does the presi- 
dent want to make any reductions in the esti- 
mates for the continuance of the work on the 
Panama canal, which he desires to be far ad- 
vanced, if not completed, by the end of his 
administration; or in those for the operation 
of the agricultural department and the other 
branches of the government which touch in- 
timately the life of the people. 

The estimates that will recefve the closest 
scrutiny and will be reduced are for the oper- 
ation and increase of the army and navy. 

Representative Tawney, ¢hairman of the 
house committee on appropriations, in his 
Speech reviewing the appropriations made 
during the last session, declared the great in- 
crease authorized was due to the ‘‘ abnormal 
growth of our military and naval establish- 
ments." Mr. Taft knows better than any 
one else whether this charge is correct, for 
&5 secretary of war he submitted to congress 
through the president an annual estimate of 
the amount required to defray the expenses 
of the army; and he found it necessary, to 
meet the growing needs of the military serv- 
ice, to recommend numerous and heavy ap- 
bropriations. 

In his inaugural address and in statements 
he has made since he assumed the presidency 
he has made it clear that he believes in an effi- 
clent and adequate army and navy. At the 
Same time he wants an economical adminis- 
tration, and in his consideration of the esti- 
mates he will guide one purpose by the other. 


$525,742,000 for War Purposes. 

None of the officials here have lost sight 
of the fact that the United States will spend 
during the next fiscal year $525.742,000 on ac- 
count of the past wars or in preparation for 
future wars, this being just about 50 per cent 
of the total expenditures that will be made. 
Of this enormous sum $160,000,000 will be dis- 
bursed to pay pensions, $136,935,000 for the 
operation of the navy, and $112,000,000 for ex-

cut in the naval expenditures, unless the in- 
crease of the navy should be stopped.

QUARREL OVER WOMAN LEADS 
TO FATAL SHOOTING AFFRAY. 


Frank Linski Kills Wiliam Zeltyt and 
Seriously Wounds Simon Mickerew- 
ski at a Polish Dance. 


In a quarrel over a woman at 1 o'clock 
this morning, Frank Linski shot and killed 
William Zeltyt and seriously wounded Sinion

HEAVY LOSS ON 
WALSH'S ASSETS. 


Several Banks Decide to 
Charge -Off 50 Per Cent of 
the Indebtedness of the 
Wrecked Concerns. 


WILL BE OUT $9,000,000. 


Clearing House’s Previous Rec- 
ommendation of 25 Per 
Cent Is Deemed In- 
sufficient. 


In ..uition to the recommendation of the 
Chicago clearing house that the banks par- 
ticipating in the, taking over of the, Walsh 
indebtedness charge off 25 per cent on their 
books, it developed last night that in the 
estimation of some of the larger banks the 
Walsh assets are valued so low that 50 per 
cent has been charged off. The information 
was given to THs TRIBUNE by an official of 
one of the banks which has charged off 50 
per cent. He requested that his name be 
not made public. 

He estimated that an aggregate amount 
of $9,000,000 of the Walsh indebtedness has 
been set down to iloss by the forty banks par- 
ticipating in it as the result of the failure of 
the Walsh banks in 1905. The informant 
added that although some few banks pro- 
fessed to believe the Walsh assets ultimately 
will pay dollar for dollar, personally he would 
be put on the anxious seat were he to be 
offered 65 per cent on hie bank’s share of 
the holdings. : 

Some of the banks which have been disi- 
clined to charge off anything have h§d pres- 
sure brought to bear upon them’ by the 
clearing house, the banker said. 


Guarantee to Depositors. 

The all night meeting of the bankers who 
are members of the Chicago cléaring house, 
at which it was agreed by the banks to enlist 
the support of the banks clearing through 
them and guarantee the payment of $26,000, - 
000 to depositors was held Dec. 17, 1905. The 
eighteen banks in the clearing house, together 
with the other banks which agreed to enter 
the agreement, accomplished the apportion- 
ment of the indebtedness on a basis of 33 1-3 
per cent of capital stock. 

** Deducting what has been received from 
the sale of certain assets, such as the build- 
ing that was occupied by the Chicago Na- 
tional, the Equitable Trust company, and 
the Home Savings bank, it may be said that 
there has been left about $18,000,000 face 
value of Walsh assets for the participating 
banks to get their money out of,” said the 
banker informant. “ The clearing house on 
Jan. 5 last recommended that the banks par- 
ticipating.in the Walsh pool charge off 25 per 
cent of the amount on their books. A few, 
of which my bank is one, now have charged 
off 53O per cent. The majority charged off 25 
per cent, I believe, and a few may not have 
charged off anything as yet, although the 
clearing house recently brought pressure to 
bear upon them to do so. 


Assets Bought Back by Walsh. 

“It will be remembered that participating 
certificates of series A and B were issued. 
The A series included the best assets and 
the B series the tail end assets. When the 
meeting was held, the bankers participating 
‘overlooked the securing of the capital stock 
of some of the Walsh interests and Walsh 
was left with the voting power to put himeelf 
in charge. He bought back the B assets, 
giving his note for them, leaving the banks 
with the right of foreclosure in the event of 
default of interest.”’ 

Following the fallure of the bank, a variety 
of speculations concerning Mr. Walsh's 
financial condition were sét afloat. One of 
the estimates which put a rosy aspect upon 
hig affairs was made up as follows:

It was estimated by the authors of the com- 
putation that after deducting bonds and scal- 
ing railroad stocks Walsh would be worth 
$15,000,000 personally at the final reckoning. 

Walsh persistently has clung to the hope 
that his railroad interests would prove his 
salvation. It was railroad building that led 
to Walsh's troubles in the banking world and 
indirectly to his conviction in the federal 
court and sentence to the penitentiary—a sen- 
tence which never has been carried out. 

The ultimate destiny of the Walsh railroads 
still is a matter of conjecture in financial 
circles. The Indiana Southern, Walsh's pet, 
with 192 miles of track and ten miles of leased 
line, has been looked to by Walsh as the 
means of his financial salvation, although 
the building of it led to the collapse of his 
banking schemes. 

The road was built to carry stone from the 
Welsh quarriés at Bedford, Ind., and also to 
tap districts with rich coal deposits. Railroad 
experts have conceded that the road, physi- 
cally, is one of the best constructed in the 
United States, and perhaps the best. It is 
laid with the heaviest of steel rails on the 
finest of stone ballast. The stations along 
the right of way were constructed with great 
solidity and attention to architectural detail. 


Appeal to Be Argued Soon. 

Walsh's case is scheduled to be argued be- 
fore the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals on grounds of error May 20.. In the 
event of the judgment of the lower court 
being sustained an appeal to the Supreme 
court of the United States is considered a 
certainty. In any event, it is probable that 
Walsh will be at liberty until late next au- 
tumn and perhaps longer. The sentence pro- 
nounced -March 18, 1908, by Judge Anderson, 
which carried with it a term of five years 
in the penitentiary, was the minimum pre- 
ascribed by law. 

The law permitted a sentence of ten years 
for each of the fifty-four counts of the in- 
dictments upon which he was convitted, but 
the court accepted the minimum of five years 
on each count, ordering that the sentences 
run concurrently. In addition he imposed 
the costs of the case upon the defense. The 
United States penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kas., was specified as the place to which 
Walsh was to be taken. — R

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KILLS HIMSELF: BLAMES DEAN 


Louis C. Fairchild Commits Sui- 
cide After Wife Spurns Him. 


TROUBLE CAUSED BY DRINK. 


Clergyman Explains How Family Was 
Broken by Dissipation.

Louls C, Fairchild shot and killed himself 
last night after he had visited his wife at the 
Home of the Friendiess in an unsuccessful 
effort to induce her to return to him. He 
ended his life in front of 4929 Grand boule- 
vard. In one of his pockets was found a 
note in which he blamed Dean Walter T. 
Sumner of 8S. Peter and Paul cathedral for 
causing him to be separated from his wife. 
His habits had led to the interference of the 
churchman for the protection of the wife. 
Fairchild appeared at the Home of the 
Friendless about 8 o'clock and by giving an 
assumed name was permitted to see his wife. 
He urged that she return to their home at 
42 Carpenter street with him and she re- 
fused. Whereupon he threatened to shoot 
her. The woman screamed and attendants 
compelled Fairchild to leave the building. 
He walked across the street and a short 
distance down Grand boulevard and then 
fired a bullet through his head. Pedestrians 
rushed to the spot, but found the man dead. 


Puts Blame on Dean Sumner. 
Following is the note found in his pocket: 
** Chicago, May 2, 1900.—To those whom it 
concerns: Dean Sumner has parted me and 
my family, my wife and children. I wanted 
to go back to them. I asked for just one 
chance. I promised to give my money each 
week to my wife and to love my wife and 
children as no man ever loved before. I 
promised to never go out without them. 

‘* Phe was willing to give me a chance, but 
Dean Sumner threatened her. He was keep- 
ing us apart. He would not hear me at all. 
Dean Sumner is responsible for this. My 
father wanted us to live together and said 
I should be given another chance. They 
charge me with living with other women. 
All these charges are lies. I have brought 
up my children as best I could. See them 
and talk to them and they will tell you so. 

“My wife and I have been brought up to- 
gether from childhood. We always lived 
happily together until they joined the church. 
The dean was up at my house when I was 
away, and he also was seen in the street 
with her. This is a cowardly act of me, but 
I can’t live without my wife an@ children, I 
can't eat or work—I don’t know what I am 
about. . 

‘ Please notify my father in Kansas City, 
J. P. Fairchild, street sprinkler contractor. 

“T gay good-by to all—good-by to my sis- 
ters, brothers, and other relatives. 

‘This is the work of the church, I asked 
for just one chance. I paid for it, but was 
told by the dean to get out. Good-dy to all. 

“ L. C. FAIRCHILD. 

‘Pp g§.—My poor children! How I hate to 
leave them. If I could get them all together 
I would kill all, for they could go with me. 
Will some kind person give my children kind 
treatment? Take them away from Dean 
Sumner and that church. Good-by.”’ 


Trouble Ascribed to Drink. 

Circumstances which led to the shooting 
were related by Dean Sumner. 

‘For several years,” he said, “ Fairchild 
and his wife and five children had been desti- 
tute and most of the time under thé care of 
the bureau of charities. Fairchild was a 
printer, capable of earning a good salary, but 
he drank to excess and seldom worked. 

* About two years ago his wife was sent to 
the Home of the Friendless, but later she re- 
turned to him. Several times after that she 
was compelled to leave him, but each time she 
returned. About two weeke ago Fairchild 
went home drunk one night and hie wife de- 
termined that she would leave him for good. 
She came to me the next day and I arranged 
to send her and her baby to the south side in- 
stitution. The oldest two girls were placed in 
St. Mary’s Home for Girls, and the two boys 
were sent to the Chicago Home fer Boys. 
Meanwhile Fairchild departed for Kansas 
City. | 

‘“Thureday night Fairchild returned from 
the Missouri city and the next day he met his 


pleaded with her for a reconciliation, but she 
was firm in her refusa! to return to him again. 
Later they came to me and asked my advice. 

* Addressing Fairchild I said: ‘I am not 
going to stand between you and yourwife. If 
you wish to live together you may, but I shall 
have nothing more to do with your case.’ 
"That was the last I heard of them until 
I was notified that Fairchild had committed 
suicide.*’ 

Fairchild's body was taken to Ludlow's 
undertaking establishment, 657 Forty-sev- 
enth street. 

Charlies Schorr, 43 yeare old, committed sui- 
cide by hanging himself in the basement of 
his house at 482 North Winchester evenue. 
Long illness is believed to’ have been the 
cause of the act. _~———— 


“BUNK ALLEN” QUITS TOWN: 
TIRED OF POLICE BOTHER. 


Says He Will Start “Nice, Quiet Hotel” 
in Waukegan, Where He Won’t Be 
Interfered With. 


“ Bunk Allen” has quit the saloon business 
in Chicago. 

He says he is going to Waukegan to start 
a “nice, quiet hotel,’’ where he can make a 
living without police interference. 

The departure of Allen, whose right name, 
by the way, is Henry Allott, takes from Chi- 
cago one of its most picturesque characters. 
For more than thirty years he thas been 
known to the police of the United States as 
*“ Bunk Allen,” a sobriquet given him for 
adeptness in “ getting the coin.”” He has been 
a saloonkeeper about twenty years and at 
one time was proprietor of the Alhambra 
hotel. 3 

“I got hold of my first big piece of money 
when I let go of the Alhambra,” said Allen, 
“and then I got foolish. I went in with Sim 
Wineman, thinking I was going to make a 
million, but I got nicked. The Richelieu was 
a dead one—the deadest lever saw. My ex- 
penses were $100 a day and I was lucky if I 
took in $14. Say, I used to spend my own 
money over the bar just to hear the cash 
register tinkle once in awhile. Now, what 
do you know about that?’ 

The “ Richelieu,’’ in the basement at the 
northeast corner of Monroe and Dearborn 
streets, was dark last night. Chairs were 
piled on top of tables and a notice on the 
door said: . 

‘Put your money under the door; closed 
for repairs.”

CONVICTED UNDER NEW LAW 


Efforts te Escape After Collision Cause

PARIS, May 2.—James Hasen Hyde of New 
York, former vice president of the Equitable 
Life Assurance company, today was con- 
demned to one month’s imprisonment and a 
fine of $100 because his automobile ran into 
a public taxicab, causing serious injury to 
& passenger. 

The chauffeur who was running the ma- 
chine at the time also was sentenced to a 
month in prison and a fine of $100. He was 
given an additional fine of $30 for speeding. 

The law under which the penalty was im- 
posed was one which was passed last sum- 
mer making it a special offense for an auto- 
ist to attempt to escape after his machine 
has been in an accident. This was the first 
time this law has been applied since its pas- 
sage. 

Hyde Now at Riviera. 

Neither of the defendants appeared in court 
today and the case was allowed to go by de- 
fault. Mr. Hyde now is on an auto tour in the 
Riviera and it is supposed that the chauffeur 
ia with him. 

According to the testimony given in the 
trial today the accident occurred in a crowd- 
ed street on the night of Oct. 20, 1008. The 
man who was injured declared the Hyde ma- 
chine was going at a high rate of speed when 
it struck the taxicab in which he was a 
passenger.

New York, May 2.—(Special.]—James Ha- 
zen Hyde has not been back here since 1906, 
when he got out of the Equitable Life and 
transferred himself and plenty of cash to 
Paris. Occasionally news has crossed the 
Atlantic of James Hazen Hyde giving a fancy 
dinner to a Parisian actress, of James Hazen 
Hyde spinning down the boulevards with a 
coach and four, of James Hazen Hyde re- 
forming the French taste in dress and, last 
year, of James Hazen Hyde taking a pot 
shot at Chinese coolies in Peking. 

He is the son of the late Henry B. Hyde, 
who was for years the president of the Equi- 
table. and he succeeded his father in the stock 
control of thatinstitution. Asa consequence 
of the controversy which broke out between 
young Mr. Hyde and James W. Alexander, 
and the insurance scandal which followed, 
Mr. Hyde turned the Equitable over to 
Thomas F. Ryan and sailed for France to get 
away from publicity. . 

Over here young Mr. Hyde was celebrated 
for his peculiarities of dress, his love for 
violets, his passion for coaching, his efforts 
to disseminate the Frepch language, and his 
carefully groomed pompadour.

One of the unique features of the day was 
the presence of over 200 members of the First 
cavalry under command of Col. Miiton J. 
Foreman at Sinai temple, where they listened 
to @ sermon on peace and war by Dr. Emil G. 
Hirsch. The temple was decorated with 
American flags, the soldiers were in full uni- 
form, they were accompanied by a regimental 
band, anc their troop standards waved in the 
aisies, all forming a brilliant m!‘litary spec- 
.tacle. Dr. Hirsch pointed out the beauty of 
“peace, but admitted the necessity of war for 
the preservation of ‘fbpsty, the maintenance 
of order, and the punishment of tyranny. 

“ As long as conditions are they are our 
nation can probably best make itself felt for 
peace by being well prepared to defend itself 
from foreign attack.’ he said. “* And evén if 
universal peace should come such soldiers as 
you, citizen soldiers, would be necessary to 
maintain law and order within each nation. 
We must see that the sword is ever ready for 
t use where the spirit of mob rule lifts its hydra 
head.”’ 

Gompers Condemns Dreadnoughts. 

Samue! Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, was another who raised 
bis voice against the continuance of wars 


™ He spoke at the morning services of the Be!- 


den Avenue Baptist church and said in part: 
“No worse biunder has been made in this 
age than that made by Great Britain when it 
built the first Dreadnought. Such an impetus 
Was given to the constructic. of thesé mon- 
sters that it has become a contagious fever 
among the nations. 
“ IT desire to call attention to the work of the 
Wwageearners in the movement for universal 
peace. Ever) eonference or convention of 
Organized labor since before my time on earth 
began h2s indorsed universal peace. As early 
@s 1807 a smali organization in New York 
petitioned the national corgress for an under- 
atanding between all countries for peaceable 
settlement of their differences. 
“To W. R. Cremer, an English stonecutter 
and a rtpresentative of labor, the universal! 
movement owes not a littie of its present im- 
petus. He worked for the first peace confer- 
ences and from his seat ig parliament and 
through his little weekly newspaper, The 
Arbitrator, worked for the movement. 
“Tn 1903 he was awarded the Nobel prize 
for doing the most that year for the peace 
movement, and declined th» prize in order 
that it might be used for the further promo- 
tion of the univ ersal peace movement. an ac- 
tlon later emiulated by President Roosevelt. 
When he died a few morths ago he was Sir W. 
R. Cremer, the stonecutter. 
. “ After all the lessons we were taught in | 

our mothers’ arms and in the church are the 
most valuabie of all in the movement for 
world-wide peace. They are the lessons of 
humanity. brvim them we learn not only bow 
to die but how to live.’ 


Believes in Righteous Wars.

He Draws Different Lesson. 


The example of the Turkish revolution was 
used by another speaker, but different fes- 
sons were drawn from it. Rabbi Tobias 
Schanfarber, speaking at the Second Pres- 
byterian .churoh, said: ... 

“If the nations of the world that profess 
to be followers of the Prince of Peace do 
not wish to be classed among the pagans and 
barbarians of humanity they must cease car- 
rying on wars and making preparations for 
wars. From this arises such things as the 
butchery of the Armenians by the Turks. 
which recently aroused the sympathy of the 
whole world. 

“*Miitarism is the curse of humanity. It 
hangs like a blight over every nation. Here 
is this great American nation facing a deficit 
of $100, 000,000. The combined wisdom of the 
men’ in our legislative halls is trying to de- 

vise ways and means to increase the revenue 
of our country. Let the nation cease its 
extravagant expenditure for battleships of 
the Dreadnought type. Instead of expending 
$200.000,000 and more on its army and navy 
let it expend half that sum and we will not 
have to tinker periodically with the tariff 
and thus turn the business of the country 
topsy-turvy, 

***In time of peace prepare for war,’ isa 
hackneyed fallacy. We must not think that 
an enemy is dogging our steps when wé¢ have 
no enemiles.’’ 


Gunsaulus Sees Two Forces. 


Dr. Frank GunSaulus brought out in start- 
ling contrast the present day antithesis be- 
tween the forces that make for peace and 
those that make for war. 

“It might se ” he said, ‘‘ that the com- 
ing together ot the sons and daughters of 
peace in this belligerent. noisy, self-assertive 
moment, this hour; when we are building 
great steel structures of war and the gov- 
ernment is pleading for men to man them, 
borders upon the ridiculous. 

“The czar of all the Russias, after call- 
ing the peace conference at The Hague, 
forces a nation of the orient.into a disastrous 
war. The emperor of all the Germans 
preaches of ‘ peace’ while he huilds tremen- 
dous engines of destruction. Edward ‘ef 
England, and no one can doubt his true 
heart, listens to his sén, who Wants to build 
another mighty plaything loaded with dyna- 
mite. Ex-President Roosevelt at the same 
moment that he advocates peace sends a 
floating white emblem of cruelty on its 
‘strut’ around the world. And now we are 
revising the tariff up to pay the expense. The 
emperor of Russia. with a $2.500.000.000 war 
debt to be paid, sustains a billion dollar 
navy, and England is calling for men to man 
her men of war. 

‘* But I tell you every force.of progressive 


mankind is against war and the wickedness ' 


of contention. 

“Today we have twenty-one nations or- 
ganized under our flag, eighty arbitration 
treaties, twenty gf which have been ratified 
by the American people.”

TICKET SPECULATORS FLEE 
AFTER EXPOSE BY TRIBUNE. 


Publication of Their Tricks to Extort 
Extra Prices Saves Patrons of Mc- 
Vicker’s from Annoyance. 


Exposure by THE TRIBUNE of the methods 
used by theater ticket speculators in annoy- 
ing patrons of McVicker's theater passing 
along ‘Madison street caused the speculators 


' to take to their heels last night, despite the 


fact that the house was sold eut and there 
existed an excellent chance for them to ply 
their trade. Manager E Cooke of the 
“Sins of Society ’”’ company had two em- 
ployés detailed. in the stree. to aid the city 
police, but the human nuisances were scared 
away by the publicity which had been given 
them 

‘These speculators, who obtained their 
tickets by buying them in lots of four to avoid 
exciting suspicion, have committed frauds 
as well as constituted themselves nuisances,”’ 
said Mr. Cooke. ‘‘ THE TRIBUNE has cleared 
them away effectively, for the time being at 
least. by publishing an account of their 
tricks. 

‘‘ Some of them have sold people old tickets 
and tickets to other theaters on the pretense 
that they were for MecVicker’s after the 
house had been sold out. They have charged 
our patrons as much as double price for 
tickets. We were sold out early tonight, but 
this time none of the tickets appeared to be 
in the hands of speculators. If any tickets 
were purchased from speculators it was in 
the lobbies of hotels, where we are powerless 
to stop it, if the tickets are obtained by 
stealth. Ticket speculation is a deteriment 
to the legitimate theater man.”’

Peace Congress Is Assailed Later 
by Speakers at Meetings 
in Two Halls. 


For the first time within the memory of 
man, according to expert observers of the 
Socialist propaganda, Socialists yesterday to 
the number of about 2,000 su@teeded in keep- 
ing their mouths shut at a “ silence ”’ meeting

Delegates to Diseuse Other Candidates 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yester- 
day placed Judge Theodore Brentano, Judge 
A. Carpenter, and Judge Julian W. Mack on 
the “ unfair list ’’ and urged organized lebor 
in Cook county to work for their defeat at the 
polls, ; 

By a resolution adopted, President John 
Fitzpatrick was instructed to appoint a polit- 
ical action committee for the purpose of 
examining into the “ injunction records ” of 
other judicial candidates, with instructions 
to report at the next meeting of the federa- 
tion. It is practically certain thé named of 
several other judicial candidates up for re-i 
election will be added to the list of “ unde- 


sirables ’’ at that time. 


The antipathy of the labor federation, 
against Judges Brentano, Carpenter, and 
Mack grew out of what members of organ- 
ized labor term the “ injunction recor ”’ of 
these jurists. 


President Samuel Gompéys of the American 
Federation of Labor appeared at the meet- 
ing for the first time since he was sentenced 
to jail, and the delegates gave him an en- 
thusiastic reception. Mr. Gompers in a brief 
speech urged labor to stand together for in- 
ternational peace. He rapped what he termed 
the “Van Cleave outfit” for protesting 
against his appearance as a delegate to the 
national peace congress. | 


Buchanan and Brittain Start It. 

The question of opposing judicia! candi- 
dates at the polls came up in resolutions intro- 
duted by Frank Buchanan of the Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers’ union, and by John 
J. Brittain of ghe Amalgamated Carpenters’ 
union. Delegate Buchanan’s resolution 
called for the appointment of the political 
action committee and urged a careful ex- 
amination of the records of all judicial candi- 
dates. This was adopted unanimously, with- 
eut debate. 

Delegate Brittain’s resolution, however, 
called for the defeat of Judge Carpenter and 
Judge Mack on the ground of their “ injunc- 
tion record,’’ and this provoked considerable 
discussion. , There was no opposition to the 
resolution, however. but some of the dele- 
gates asserted other judges should be added 
to the list. : 

The resolutions committee also had tacked 
on @ recommendation that the matter be 
postponed until the political action commit- 
tee could go over the records of all judicial 
candidates. 


Brentano Then Is Named. 

“We are going after these injunction 
judges, Judge Carpenter and Judge Mack. 
and we are going after them strong,” said 
Delegate’ Brittain. ‘“ We want no delay in 
this matter. They have shown they are ut- 
terly unfit to preside in court and it ig, 
labor’s duty to retaliate on this class of hire- 
lings of the éfhploying class.”’ 

It was at this point that Judge Brentano's 
name wae injected into the proceedings by 
Delegate Grant of the Carpenters’ union. 
list.” 

“If we are to condemn injunction judges, 
let us include Judge Brentano, who holds 
the record for injunctions in Cook county,”’ 
said he. ‘“ Judge Brentano in 1908 issued 
twenty-four injunctions against labor organ- 
izations. In the six years Judge Mack has 
occupied the bench he has*issued one labor 


| injunction and he gave the labor men plenty 


of time to come into court and give him an 
excuse for refusing to grant it.” 

On demand of the delegates, Judge Bren- 
tano'’s name then was added to those of 
Judges Carpenter and Mack, the committee's 
recommendation that the question be post- 
poned Avas defeated, and the three names 
were placed on the “unfair list’’ by a 
unanimous vote. 


Gompers’ Word for Peace. 

Following this action President. Gompers 
was introduced. Mr. Gompers began by 
paying a tribute to President William D 
Mahon of the International Street Car Men's 
union, who addressed the federation briefly 
preceding the labor chief. 

“IT have learned that a number of pro- 
tests have been received from the Van Cleave 
outfit and the manufacturers against my ap- 
pearing here as an advocate of interna- 
tional peace,” he said. ‘‘ Well, I think 1 
am honored by those protests, and be it said 
to the credit of the commercial bodies of 
Chieago, that this action by the Van Cleave 
outfit was resented, 

‘*Labor today is the most potent factor 
for international peace and I urge. you to 
stand together for this high ideal."’

Charter Measures Most Important 
of Those Which Well Get 
Attention.

Springfield, Iil., May 2.—[Specia!.}]—The Ili- 
nois legislature must dispose of a crowded 
hopper full of bills during the coming week, 
the greater part of which have to do with the 
welfare and progress of Chicago. These in- 
clude the Chicago charter bills, the school 
bills, the double platoon bill, affecting the 
fire department; the loan shark bill, the 
measure preventing members of the board of 
review from belonging to any corporation 
which furnishes supplies to the city, and the 
Wilson bill, making it a felony to deal in 
futures. 

Of these the most important, probably, are 
the Chicago charter bills, one of which, the 
consolidation bill, vesting in the city gov- 
ernment all thi powers of the several munic- 
jpalities in the city, now is on second reading 
in the houge and is regarded as the essential 
bill of the series. 

The charter bills giving added powers to 
the city are more or less connected with the 
revenue bills which last week passed the 
house and are to be taken up in the senate 
this week. The revenue bills, which have 
been known successively as the ** Buese bond 
bills’ and the “‘ mayor's bills,”’ and which 
were passed with the active aid ef Speaker 
Shurtleff from the floor of the house, do not 
carry a referendum authorization with them. 


Referendum on Charter Bills. 

The charter bills carry a referendum and 
refer to Chicago alone, giving it an added 
bonding power considerably greater than 
that which was permitted in the revenue 
bills, by which the bonded borrowing power 
of the city would be increased $16,000,000. 

When the consolidated charter bill is called 
on second reading, a contest is looked for 
on the floor of the house, as there are several! 
members who oppose it, among them being 
Minority Leader Browne, and Representa- 
tives Donahue and Murray, who objected to 
its advancement on Friday. 

The various measures which affected the 
schools of the state are expected to attract 
much attention. Prominent among. them is 
the Chicago school bill. It is practically a 
code for the governing of the schools of Chi- 
cago. One of ite important features is the 
reduction of the membership of the board of 


education to fifteen appointive membersg.. | 


There is likelihood that the several! bills in- 
troduced touching uniform text books wil] be 
considered. 


Curran Bill on Third Reading. 

The Curran double platoon bill, which 
seeks to limit the hours of duty of city em- 
ployés and which would compel the adoption 
of the double platoon system in the Chi- 
cago fire department, is on third reading. 

The Board of Review bill is on the order of 
third reading. It prohibits a member of the 
board of review or an assessor from being 
connected with any business except his of- 
ficial position while he remains in office. 

The Wilson bill, making it a felony to deal 
in futures, aimed particularly at the board of 
trade and etock exchange deals, also will be 
acted upon. 


Attention also is expected to be directed’ 


this week to the money lenders and a num- 
ber of bills are being considered in the judici- 
ary committee of the house aimed at the 
regulation of the business of money lending. 


Other Bills Waiting Action. 

Other bills which will receive action are as 
follows: 

Kleeman bill, providing that counties, cities, 
towns, and villages in the district shall be sup- 
plied with electric current by the sanitary district, 
and that surplus energy then may be disposed of 
to private consumers after proper advertisement. 
This bill now is on second reading. 

Providing for @ repeal of the indeterminate sen- 
tence act by giving to judge and jury the right to 
determine the term of imprisonment of convicted 
felons. This bill is on the order of third reading. 

Amending the present local option law by except- 
ing cities from the township vote on the anti- 
saloon question. The bill also defines intoxicating 
liquor as liquor which contains 2% per cent of 
alcohol. This bill is on second reading in the 
house. 

Barring landlords from refusing to rent to pros- 
pective tenants who have children legs than 14 
years old.

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Denies Labor Trouble Led to 
Paint Store Explosion.

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POLICE CLING. TO THEORY. 


Lient. Collins Believes Wrecking of 
Place Fullowed Dixpuies. 


Mystery continued yesterday to surround 
the bomb explosion which virtually wrecked 
the paint store of E. T. Carlson, 1363 West 
Irving Park boulevard, early yesterday morn- 
ing. The proprietor of the paint store has 
denied that he has any personal enemies cr 
that he was concerned in any labor difficulty 
which might have resulted in the crime. 

In spite of these assertions, however, Lieut. 
Collins of the Irving Park police station as- 
serted that, while as yet he had not obtained 
any definite clews to the explosion, he was 
of the opinion that labor troubles had caused 
the throwing of the bomb. 

During the last two months, while the mem- 
bers of the glaziers’ union were on a strike, 
Several explosions took place in paint stores 
in different parts of the city. In almost every 
case the bomb was hurled through a rear 
window into the basement of the building. 

The explosion which took place in Irving 
Park was within a few doors of the police 
station. Several windows in the station were 
broken and a number of policemen had nar-’ 
row escapes from being cut by flying glass. 
The paint store was filled with highly com- 
hbustible material and it was considered re- 
markable that no fire started. 


EKnows of No Enemies. 

Detectives assigned by Chief Shippy from 
the Central detail aided the police of the Irv- 
ing Park station during the day in attempting 
to solve the mystery. Every one in the vicin- 
ity of the paint store was questioned regard- 
ing any suspicious character that might have 
been seen in Phe neighborhood. Noclew was 
obtained from this source and the detectives 
again questioned the owner of the store. 

‘*T have no idea who could have committed 
this outrage,’ said he. ‘‘ I have had a busi- 
ness for some time in this feighborhood and 
thought I stood well with every one. While 


me, Iam sure I have no personal enemies who 
would have doneAhis.” 

‘So far as labér troubles are concerned, I 
never yet have had any difficulty with any 
of the unions. Many laboring men are my 
patrons and friends and I do not believe any 
union man had a hand in the bomb throw- 
ing."* . 
Disagrees with Proprietor. 

Lieut. Collins, who has full charge of the 

case, investigated every detail of the explo- 
sion. He went over the ground with tape 
measures to ascertain the spot where the 
bomb thrower might have stood when he 
hurled the explosive in an effort to obtain 
some clew to the criminals. He was unsuc- 
cessful, however, in getting any trace of the 
person or persons who wrecked the store. 
** Carison tells me that he has no enemies 
and that he has never been involved In labor 
troubles,”’ said the lHeutenant. “ Of course, 
while I do not absolutely disbelieve the pro- 
piletor of the store, I am of the opinion the 
explosion was the result of labor difficulties. 
Thus far, however, I have found no evidence 
to support my belief.”’

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson is the 
optimist of the administration. He foresees 
prosperity for the fanmer and consequently 
for the nation. “ The cold weather which has 
prevailed,”’ he said, ‘ is good for wheat. Of 
course, it does not favor corn, but corn is 
made in July and August. I am satisfied 
with the outlook. There is, however, this to 
be said: The factories, railroads, and other 
branches of life are taking away the farmers’ 
help. The farmer is utilising machinery as 
far as possible in order to overcome this 
handicap, but to run machines requires train- 
ing and education. Men cannot be used who 
have not been brought upon thefarm. Con- 
sequently, no matter how heavy the immi- 
gration may be, the farmer is not benefited. 

“The farmer might go abroad to induce 
the country bred people to come to the United 
States were it not that the contract labor 
law forbids such procedure. In consequencé 
the increase in population is as large as the 
increase in products. This is the secret of 
high prices today. ; 

“One advantage which will result from 
these high prices will be that more people will 
be content to work on the farms. The vol- 
ume of our crops keeps getting bigger. We 
cannot have a failure because of the wide 
area over which they are distributed.”’

‘Willing to Pilot Americans. 
TELLS WHEN AND HOW TO TIP 


Can Get Social Aspirants Into London 
Society, Too.

New York, May 2.—(Special.]—Robert P. 
Vandeveldg, a tall young man, has come 
to America with the idea of acting as ** gen-~ 
tleman courier” to wealthy Americans who 
want to see Europe, to meet nobility and roy- 
alty, and obtain an entrance into the inner 
circle of English society. 

Vandevelde came here fresh from piloting 
the bobsled Quo Vadis to victory, winning 
the coasting derby at St. Moritz. Incidental- 
ly, he says, he is in the habit of associating 
with princesses, ques, counts, and others 
of high degree. 

Coasting with Persons of Title. 

In telling his plans today he declared that 
on the sled on which he acted as brake at 
St. Moritz were several persons with tities.

Vandevelde is 23 years old. He said he 
was of Flemish-Irish origin and that his 
father now lives in Dublin.

*“T have hit upon what I belleve a new 
plan, and I offer myself as palates Cice- 
rone through Europe.

I 
know the trains, the ships, and I know the 
best hotels. I know the hotels where so- 
ciety goes and those that are, to use an ex- 
pressive word, ‘tabooed.’ Then, again, my 
experience tells me when to tip, how to tip, 
the amount to give, and when it is to advan- 
tage to tip in advance. 


Can Get Americans Into Society. 

*“‘T should be able to get any American fam- 
ily into London society, end I would get 
them the entry into Phyllis court during 
Henley week. I know Newmarket, Ascot, 
and Goodwood, and I can go to any place on 
the continent, to the seaside or the spas, I 
could take Americans sightseeing or yacht- 
ing. I should be willing to place my auto- 
mobile at the disposal of any employer, and 
I think I know the roads over there as well 
as anybody. I have driven through Great 
Britain and continental Purope.’’ 

Vandevelde said he spoke English, Ger- 
man, French, and Dutch and had a working 
knowledge of Italian and Spanish. As an 
evidence of this thrift the young man came 
across in the second cabin. When asked 
how he got into society, Vandevelde replied: 

“I, sir, was born a gentleman.”’’

WILL RUN AGAIN ALONE. 


Asks Permission to Give Account 
of Stewardship Directly 
to the People. 


New York, May 2.—[Special.J—When Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome rose at Cooper Union 
tonight to open his campaign for reélection 
wild disorder prevailed for fifteen minutes. 
From all sides of the hall he was hissed and 
hooted when he tried to speak, and it was 
fully a quarter of an hour before he gained 
a hearing. 

But when he got into the swing of a speech 
that struck vivid sparks of his old time fire 
he got the audience going his way, and in 
the end his request that he be given a public 
hearing to answer criticisms at a subse- 
quent meeting was granted by a tremendous 
majority. 

Appearance Was Not Announced. 

Mr. Jerome's appearance had not been an- 
nounced, It was at the close of one of the 
reguiar Sunday evening meetings of the 
People’s institute. Charles Sprague Smith, 
chairman .of the institute, struck the match 
which started the fame of protest when he 
called the district attorney to the stage with 
the announcement that he had been requested 
by Jerome to ask the privilege of appearing 
to give an account of hig stewardship: 

As Jerome stepped forward a dozen men 
jumped to their feet and began shouting 
disapproval. 

**'We know his record and we don’t want 
to hear him,’’ one man cried. 

“ Here he is again with his nerve,” another 
shouted. 

“Run him out,”’ a Jerome supporter re- 
torted. 

*“*Run Jerome out. That's the man to run 
out,’’ came the shouts. 


Jerome Asks Disturbers to Stay. 

A dozen policemen rushed down the aisles, 
and it would have gone hard with some of the 
more obstreperous if Jerome himself had 
not interfered. The chairman was ordering 
the policemen to clear the hall of the dis- 
to him. 

“No, let them stay,” the chairman said, 
“but they must keep quiet. Mr. Jerome 
does not wish anybody to be put out merely 
because they disagree with or dislike him.”’ 

In the instant of quiet that followed Jerome 
essayed to speak, but his first words, “ La- 
dies and gentlemen,’’ hardly had been spoken 
when there was another outburst of hisses 
and heots. 

* He’s got too much gall altogether and we 
don't want to hear him,”’ one more violent 
than the others shouted. There was another 
onrush of policemen. Then the district at- 
torney’s partisans began cheers and drowned 
out the hisses. Jerome finally was permitted 
to speak. 


Will Run Again as Independent. 

He made no direct mention of his ambi- 
tion to be re ed by petition and run 
again on an independent ticket, but it is an 
open secret that that is his purpose. His 
appeal tonight was that he be pérmitted to 
give an accounting of his stewardship direct- 
ly to the ‘people.

Pastor Says America Should Be’ Proud 
of Its Working Men. 


New York, May 2.—[Special.]—Dr. Charles 
F. Aked, pastor of the Fifth Avenue church, 
in his sermon today attacked women of the 
worki who do not live up to the religion 
of motherhood and who are accountable for 
many of the sins of society. 

“One of the most ghastly facte of the 
present day English speaking countries,” he 
eaid, “is the necessity for the existence of 
a society for the prevention of cruelty to 
children, which society is often called upon 
to protect the children from unnatural moth- 
ers.”’ 

He then referred to society as a huge 
scale, at one end of which was balanced 
the women deprived of all womanhood and 
dehumanized. At the other end was the friv- 
olous women of the world. 


Frivolous Woman Held Hopeless. 


“ The frivolities of these women,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ make us almost ashamed of the sex 
of our mothers. These women &re married, 
but they are not wives; they have children, 
but they are not mothers; they live in ex- 
pensive houses with costly surroundings, but 
they do not respect the sacredness of the 
home.

Escape Cut Off; Wild Race Begins. 

The fire bosses took charge of matters and 
a sortie was attempted in the direction of 
the front entrance Escape here, however, 
was cut off and the men for the time being 
were in despair. 

Valuable time was lost in trying to get 
through the fire and by the time the rear 
escape was thought of the flames had made 
great headway. Then Patrick recalled the 
rear opening and the miners started on their 
race for life 

The three miles -seemed like hundreds to 
them. Minutes were as hours and prayer 
after prayer were breathed as they dashed 
along. With each foot traversed, the racing 
ones grew fainter of heart 

A streak of daylight—dim and gray—ap- 

red down. the dark tunnel and a pean of 
thanksgiving rose. It was deliverance, safe- 
ty from a fiery death, and more than one 
of the miners wept 

Gcrambling out on to the greensward, the 
rescued ones fell. too exhausted to move. 

At the mouth of the pit Supt. James C. 
Henderson, calling for volunteers, assayed 
to enter the burning mine. The party was 
beaten back time and time again, but finaHy 
it reached the place where the stables and 
mules had been. ‘Ehere all hope for the men 
was abandoned 


Messenger Tells of Escapes. 

A little later, however, a messenger from 
the entry back in the hills arrived with the 
news of the entire party's safety and then 
a cheer of rejoicing and thankfulness arose. 
Scores of men, women, and children raced 
in the direction of the rear entry, and when 
they met the rescued ones on the way there 
were further rejoicings. 

After it was ascertained there was no liv- 
ing thing in the burning mine, a hundred men 
were placed at work to fightthe flames. Thies 
work was kept up al! during the night, and 
it s expected that within a week the pit will 
te in shape for work. The cause of the fire 
will be the Subject of an inquiry by officials 
of the company.

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The strike of lake seamen, marine firemen, 
cooks, and stewards will be a.‘ nonresist- 
ance” conflict so far as physical force is 
concerned, according to plans announced yes- 
terday by General Secretary Victor A. Olan- 
der of the Lake Seamen's union. In his first 
strike report to the Chicago Federation of 
Labor he emphasized particularly that the 
union will tolerate no violence on the part of 


the strikers. 

‘ The strike against the Lake Carriers’ as- 
sociation and its blacklisting scheme is on, 
and it will involve several thousand seamen 
before we are through,” he said. ‘It is our 
opinion also that the conflict will last some 
time. We have done al! we could to avert 
this trouble, but the officers of the associa- 
tion have refused to dea) fairly with us and 
there is nothing for us to do but to fight. 

‘‘T notice the police are making prepara- 
tions to preserve order on the docks and 
among the striking seamen, There will be no 
need of the police, so far as we are concerned. 
Our men wil! not for one moment allow their 
passions to govern their reason. They will 
find much more convenient and comfortable 
places to congregate than on the docks.

Sailors are not 
brutes; they are men. 


Question of Police Protection. 

‘ Ship owners in the Lake Carriers’ associ- 
ation pay little or no taxes'in Cook county. 
They pay taxes where they are cheapest. 
If they get police protection from Chicago itt 
is a free gift. I believe they should be com- 
pelled to furnish their own police protection 
if they think they need It. 

‘* We are in this fight to the bitterend. I 
don’t know what the outcome will be. They 
may annihilate us as an organization and 
they may drive the American seamen off the 
jakes, as the British shipping federation has 
driven the English seaman off the sea. 
Whatever the outcome is, one thing is cer- 
tain—we shal! have a strike on the lakes this 
year that will be remembered for all time.” 

Circulars calling upon sailors, wheelsmen, 
watchmen. deckhands, marine firemen, oil- 
ers, marine cooks, and porters to stay away 
from the strike bound lake ports were sent 
broadcast to all ports around the chain of 
lakes by officers and agents of the union. 
The circular states that there is a strike and 
lockout on and that the Lake Carriers’ as- 
sociation is endeavoring to “ establish serf- 
dom in America.” 

Only Union Crews Leave Port. 

Only three boate left Chicago during the 
day, and all carried union crews. The boats 
are the Syracuse of the Western line, the 
Seneca of the Lehigh Valley line, and the 
Marian, an independent salt boat. Fifteen 
boats controlled by the Lake Carriers’ asso- 
ciation are tied up in Chicago and South Chi- 
cago as a result of the strike. More than 150 
seamen deserted these boats when the strike 
call waz issued. 

Among the strikebound boats in the Chi- 
cago river are the Sharpless, owned by Capt. 
Denis Sullivan, local agent of the Pittsburg 
Steamship company and the Lake Carriers’ 
association; the Alva, Queen City, Cambria, 
Wawatan, and Corsica. The following boats 
are strike bound in the Calumetriver: Grat- 
wick, J. P. Morgan, Zenith City, Lynn, Wal- 
lace, Elba, Calumet, and Weeks. 

Capt. Sullivan refused to make a statement 
regarding the strike situation beyond saying: 

“There is no strike so far as I am con- 
cerned. All the boats that were ready to 
leave have left and all the boats that wil! be 
ready will leave.’’ 

Union leaders say the strike eventually 
will include from 8,000 to 12,000 seamen and 
the tieup will be felt more forcibly by the 
ship owners later in the navigation season.

Advocate Says Steamers Could 


)Use Outer End of Structure 
at Fixed Rate. 


A method of financing the operation of 
recreation piers that might even pay back 


the full cdbt of their construction was sug- 
gested yesterday by Charles C. Woller, a 
resident of Rogers Park, who has been an 
enthusiast on the subject for several years. 

He recommended that the outer ends of the 
piers be constructed to serve as wharves or 
loading platforms for passenger steamships 
and that the city collect from the boat cém- 
panies a fee or a percentage of the fare for 
every passenger taken from the structures. 

He recommended that piers of this variety 
should be erected at Wtison avenue and at 
Forty-third street and mentioned the possi- 
bility of using them in winter as shelter 
houses for skaters. 


Appeals to Public Bodies. 
He appealed to the special parks commis- 
sion and the council committee on harbors 


wharves, and bridges to take up the subject 


a year ago, but was told the city’s finances 
were in such poor shape that they would not 
permit the improvements. 

The letter he sent to the two bodies at that 
time read as follows: 

* Let the city build two or more concrete 
pliers at once—say one at Wilson avenue and 
one at Forty-third street, since these two 
locations, because of their superior car serv- 
ice, would benefitt a greater part of the 
population of the city than any others. 

“ They should be used just as smal! parks 
are now. \In addition the sea end of the pliers 
should be used for steamboat landings—the 
city selling the tickets and withholding 10 or 
15 per cent or whatever share is agreed upon 
and paying the balance to the companies that 
use them. 

Says They Would Like It. 

*" Just think of the convenience of the far 
north and the far south side excursionists not 
having to come downtown to the river docks 
in the smoke, dirt, grime, heat, and swelter 
for an hour—more or less—before getting out 
in the clear air of the lake. If we had these 
two pliers and a8’ many more as could be es- 
tablished the steamship companies soon 
would avail themselves of their facilities.

It cannot be.denied that there are men 
in Chicage who’ would like to see charter 
bill No. 1 defeated. 

They are against it, although in some 
cases Jt would reduce administrative 
expenses and would give the people 
a simplified and more efficient form of 
government. They ate against it, al- 
though the mass of the people are for it.

Those reasons can have no influence 
with members of the legislature from 
country districts when they see public 
sentiment in Chicago on the sid» of the 
consolidation bill and nobody openly 
opposing it. Their conclusion must be 
that it is a good measure which should 
receive their votes. It does not affect the 
power or dignity of the state. It simply 
enables the citizens of Chicago to manage 
their local affairs more gatisfactorily to 
themselves. 

As for the’ Cook county members, it 
cannot*be believed that any one of them 
will be so far influenced by the enemies of 
the bill, will so far forget his duty to 
the city as to vote against it or to vote 
for any amendment which would weaken 
it. An amendment leaving out the parks 
would do more than weaken it. The rev- 
enue and indebtedness articles would have 
to be reconstructed, and by the time that 
had been done it would be too late to pass 
a bill which would have lost most of 
its value, 

The legislation embodied in charter bill 
No, 1 means everything to Chicago. The 
Chicago senators and ‘representatives 
know it.

SPANISH WAR VETERANS. 

These are days of reminiscence for the 
men wh6O had a part in the Spanish- 
American war. The May days of 1898 
never will be forgotten by them. The war 
was a short.one. But it was an epoch 
maker, 
years as they pass will emphasize the Im- 
portance to the country of the services of 
the soldiers and sailors who helped drive 
Spain from the western hemisphere. 

A good many civil war veterans looked 
upon the Spanish war asa sort of holiday. 
There have been many yoices declaring 
that there was no honor in having a part 
in it. Victories have been minimized and 
gallant exploits have been mentioned with 
speers. But the wider perspective of the 
decaile past shows the events in q differ- 


ent light. Great things were accom- 
plished. The map of the world was 
ebanged. he position of the United 


States was altered. The “ world power” 
dream was made a reality. 

President Taft paid the proper tribute 
to the Spanish war veterans a day or two 
ago.when he hastened to deny a report 
that he held them in light esteem. He 
spoke in no uncertain words of the im- 
portance of their accomplishments. From 
actual personal observation in the terri- 
tory where they -followed the flag he 
brought his warm indorsement of their 
achievements. 

And that is quite likely to be the ver- 
dict of history. A hundred years hence, 
when the story of a century of develop- 
ment is passed in review, the ending of 
Spain’s long rule in the western world, 
the freedom of Cuba, the broadening of 
the outlook and the opportunity of the 
United States, the remarkable advances 
made under its protection and encourage 
ment by lands near and far away, and all 
of the. attendants and consequences of the 
Spanish-American war will be recognized 
as notable events in the annals of time. 

The duration of a war is unimportant. 
It took but fifteen minutes for the men 
under Wolfe to win the fight on the 
Plains of Abraham. But that sharp en- 
gagement settled the fate of a continent. 


HIT THE LOAN SHARKS. 

The Supreme court refuses to budze 
from its position that the act to protect 
the public against the voracity’ of loan 
sharks is unconstitutional. It now con- 
fines its objection te the law to the fact 
that it protects some who do not need 
protection, The law speaks of “the as. 
signment of wages or salary,” and the 
court says, truly enough, that there js 
nothing in the public policy of the state 
warranting the abridgment of the right 
of men “earming the highest sala- 
ries to assign or transfer their salaries 
in such manner as they see fit.” As a 
matter of fact, the law would not affect 
those men, for they are not in the habit 
of assigning their salaries to loan sharks. 

The court intimates—two judges dis- 
eénting—that if the act had been con- 
fined exclusively to wage earners it might 
have stood the \test of the constitution. 
The act provides among other things that 
no assignment of wages or salary by a 
married person shall be binding unless 
executed by the assiguor’s wife or hus- 
band. Probably the Supreme tourt is pre-

A FALSE DEFINITION. 

The other day Senator Nelson said he 
hoped some reduction would be made in 
the cotton, woolen, and glass and earthen- 
ware schedules. They contain duties 
which he called “ monstrously high.” The 
schedules to which he ‘called attention 
swarm with instances of the prohibitive 
protection which many manufacturers are 
enjoying and are unwilling to relinquish. 
There are duties so high that they give 
the government no revenue, but confer on 


which they make’a bad use. 

If. the tariff revision promise of the 
Republican platform were kept those du- 
ties would be cut down, and yet “ stand- 
pat” senators are calling Senator Nelson 
a. “free trader” because he said the 
promise should be kept. They would give 
those words a new meaning if they could. 
They would include among free traders 
all who believe in reasonable, moderate 
protection and held them up to scorn as 
no better than the men who are for “a 
cariff for revenue only.” They would re- 
serve the namevof “ protectionists” for 
those who believe\in duties which make 
foreign competition impossible and hand 
over American consumers to the tender 
mercies of trusts and combines. 

Senator Nelson says he does not gina’ 
being called a free trader. If to bea fair 
protectionist is to be a free trader he will 
find himself in good company. He will 
be with President Taft and with the 
great majority of the voters of the Repub- 
lican party. They are for the protection 
of American wage scales and American 
industries, but against the taxation of 
American consumers so that the men who 
control certain industries may reap ex- 
cessive profits. , 

There would straightway be alienated 
from the Republican party voters enough 
to defeat it if the “ standpatters” were 
permitted to make the peopte believe that 
the party is for protection as they define 
it and’ not as President Taft has defined 
it. Senator Nelson, in asking for the re- 
duction of ‘monstrously high’ duties, is 
the true exponeut of the tariff policy o 
the. Republican party. 


DEATH TRAPS. 


The problems of transportation in Chi- 
cago increase in complexity as every ef- 
fort is put forward for their solution. 
Experience alone can furnish light, And 
sometimes that experience has saddening 
features. The crushing to death of nine 
persons between cars within sixteen 
months is an unhappy record. The crip- 
pling or otherwise injuring of nearly thir- 
ty others in the same period, despite the 
improvements designed to safeguafd pas- 
sengers, lends emphasis to the ever pres- 
ent danger on the streets. 

There is but one safe rule, that of eter- 
nal vigilance. If there are places where 
death stalks at track terminals the con- 
ditions must be altered. At such points 
special and extraordinary \ precautions 
must be taken by the car companies. The 
motormen must be alert. The “inside” 
doors of the cats must be kept closed, 
Warnings of danger must stare patrons 
in the face, Where cars pass one another 
in congested parts of the city, or at ecross- 
ings where pedestrians are numerous, 
every possible care must be taken by the 
employés of the companies. 

The blame does not always rest upon 
these men, however. The heedless crowd 
js everywhere, Not a minute passes in 
the. downtown district during the day 
when great risks are not taken by people 
who seek to gain a little time in their im- 
petuous rush. The deaths that come and 
the painful accidents bring a shock. The 
friends’ of those who suffer naturally feel 
inclined to place the blame upon the car 
men. And sometimes they are reckless in 
their desire to keep moving along. But 
the need of care on the part of all must be 
emphasized again and again. In such 
constant watchfulness only is there safety, 

Each accident ‘should be followed by 
closer study of the main problem, If it is 
possible to make changes that will lessen 
the probabilities of injury or death they 
should be made. Bach accident, too,

Emperor Nicholas has determined upon the 
erection at St. Petersburg of a pantheon, in 
which one of the principal memorials will be 
that of the poet Pushkin. Attached thereto 
is to be a Pushkin museum, where all the 
relics of the most popular of Muscovite poets 
will be shown. 

The czar himself will turn over to the 
museum all the manuscripts, papers, and 
other souvenirs of Pushkin now préserved in 
the imperial library, while the imperial mu- 
seum at Moscow, and the archives of the col- 
lege where the author of ‘‘ Boris Godounow "’ 
spent his youth, will likewise be called upon 
to surrender everything in their possession 
relating to the bard. Several private callec- 
tors have also been approached, and Alexan- 
der Oneguine, an enormously wealthy Rus- 
sian, who has converted his mansion in the 
Rue de Marignan, in Paris, into a veritable 
Pushkin museum, already has intimated to 
Emperor Nicholas that he will turn over to 
him his entire collection when the new pan- 
theon at St. Petersburg is ready. 

The Oneguine collection contains letters, 
autographs, manuscripts, gloves, walking 
sticks, pistols, cigar boxes, pocket and mem- 
orandum books, match boxes, buttons, sleeve 
inks; in fact, every conceivable thing that 
belonged to the poet; while in a beautiful rock 
crystal casket reposes his death mask. The 
casket is perched on a magnificently carved 
silver table, and winter and summer is sur- 
rounded every day with a perfect bank of 
fresh violets, 

People in this country have no idea of the 
extent to which the enthusiasm in behalf of 
this popular poet, who has been dead for | 
nearly a hundred years, exists to this day in 
Russia. In fact, there is hardly a Russian 
of education who does not consider it neces- 
sary to spit on the ground, in token of execra- 
tion, whenever any mention is made of the 
name of the man who killed him, that is 
Baron d' Heeckeren, half-brother of Napoleon 
1Ir. Having married the sister of Pushkin’s 
wife. he had the misfortune to incur such 
bitter jealousy on the part of the poet that 


| the latter insisted upon fighting 4 duc! with 


him. In that duel Pushkin fell. His adver- 
sary was compelled to leave the country and 
went to France, where on the accession to the 
throne of Napoleon III, he was appointed toa 
senatorship of the French empire. 

Let me add that the child of Mme. Pushkin, 
whose birth was the determining cause of the 
duel. marrie@ when she grew up the late 
Gen. Doubelt, was divorced by him, and then 
married morganatically the late Prince 
Nichdlas of Nassau, and now gurvives as 
Countess Merenberg, mother of the countess 
of Torby.

Lord Deeart, who has been presiding over 
the deliberations of the international naval 
congress In England, has just received from 
the hands of King Edward a barony of the 
united kingdom. As Lord Desart was already 
an earl. and as such superior not only to 
barons but even to viecounts, this honor con- 
ferred upon him by his sovereign requires 
some explanation. The fact is that the earl- 
dom of Lord Desart is an Irish one, and as 
such does not carry with it a seat in the house 
of lords. 

He has never succeeded in securing election 
as one of the representative peers of Ireland 
and has been excluded from the gilded cham- 
ber, and it is because the government wishes 
to have him there that it has secured from 
the crown for him a barony of the united 
kingdom, which will enable him to give the 
house of lords the benefit of his iegal experi- 
ence. The latter is extensive. For not only 
is he an authority or international law but he 
was also the secretary and the principal 
working member of the judicature acts com- 
mission: while for more than a quarter ofa 
century he has been the principal legal ad- 
viser to the treasury department, and direc- 
tor of government prosecutions, as well as 
king’s protector. He has an American son- 
in-law, in the person of William Bayard Cut- 
ting of New York, and having noson will be 
suceeeded on his death in his Irish honors by 
his younger brother, Capt. the Hon. Otway 
Cuffe, who is a gentleman in waiting'to the 
king, and the only. member of the latter's 
household who is a self-proclaimed and ar- 
dent home ruler.

There has been so much confusion about the 
sons of Prince Albert of Prussia, who died as 
regent of Brunewick, that it may be just as 
well to mention that the youngest of the 
number, Prince Frederick William, is free of 
any reproach, is on friendly terms with his 
cousin the emperor, and retains his commis- 
sion in the Prussian army as a major of the 
first and crack regiment of foot guards 
formed by the father of Frederick the Great.

With regard to his twoelder brothers, Fred- 
erick Henry makes his home in Florence, 
where he lives under the nanie of Baron 
Rogau, baving been turned out of the army 
by his cousin the emperor, Prince Joachim 
Albert, who is a remarkably clever musician 
and composer, has likewise been forced to 
sever his connection with the army, in which 
he no longer holds any rank, owing td the 
scandal in connection with his infatuation 
for a woman of notorious reputation in Ber- 
lin.

Attacks the Sugar Tarifi. 

New York, April 28.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The Republican party promised to re- 
vise the tariff in the interest of the 80,000,000 
consumers of the country.

The role of the westerner, Jim Alden, ts 
effectively played by Wilson Melrose. The 
actor has a good presence for the part—one 
which suggests the physical might of the 
man and the command which such power 
gives, a clear, firm voice, which makes the 
truth of every utterance evident, and the 
ability to simulate the awkwardness of man- 
ner which is required. The lines are all read 
simply and easily, and the action is at no 
time strained or overdone. The part is one 
which invites overelaboration and the work- 
ing for “* points," but Mr. Melrose has thus 
far kept his portrayal free from such excess. 
May he preserve it so! The climax of the 
third act was compassed easily and the brief 
bit of lovemaking in the last act was made 
to ring true. 

The heavy villain is played by Mr. Corrigan 
and played with the fine finish, the mellowness 
of method and style, and the absolute tech- 
nical surety which are to be expected from 
an actor as experienced and as capable as 
is Mr. Corrigan.

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REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. 


Railroads, Encouraged by Low Prices, 
Place Large Orders for Struc- 
tural Material. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—The most important 
feature of the iron and steel] trade is that 
the railrods, encouraged by. the low prices 
prevailing, have placed large orders for 
structural material, aggregating a little over 
100,000 tons in April, or a little more than 
half of the total fabricated steel contracts 
placed last month. Even orders for rails 
have been the most generous in over a year; 
the April tennage was about 250,000 tons, 
For both light and heavy material, new 
orders and specificaions on contracts have 
steadily increased. 

The steel corporation plants last week were 
running 66% per cent of full capacity and 
this. week operations will be increased to 
67% per cent. ;Independent mille with a 
smaller output are doing shightly better; 
several of them were very ageressive for 
business last week and secured a larger pro- 
portion of the tonnage going. 

The contract for the highway bridge over 
the Monongahela river requiring 2,000 tons 
of steel has been awarded to the Fort Pitt 
Bridge company. Nearly all of the small 
building contracts place@Nast week went to 
independent fabricators. The steel corpora- 
tion’s subsidiaries are less aggressive from 
a price standpoint. 

Contracts, for about 50,000 tons of pig iron 
were placéd in the eastern district last week 
and the April total sales, in all distributive 
markets are estimated at over 500,000 tons. 
As a result of tte heavy buying prices have 
advanced 50 to 75 cents per ton north an4 
south. Electrical machinery manufacturers 
and malleable founders have been the largest 
buyers in the east, but most all foundry in- 
terests have been represented.
